(4:30 a. m., E. S. T.) today the Germans had been 
repulsed north of Warsaw, and that Polish troops still wure defend- 
ing the capital. Bridges over the Vistula river were intact, the 
spokesman said, and 120,000 persons were digging Warsaw trenches.

Adolf Hitler had placed Germany's frontiers in the east where they 
were before 1914 and now considered such parts of the occupied 
section of Poland as irrevocably German. The announcement was 
made at the daily press conference for foreign correspondents. 
(It 


would mean tiiat Hitler intended to annex to the Reich not only 
Danzig and Pomorze (the Polish Corridor) but also those portions of 
East and West Prussia, Brandenburg, Pomerania, Poznan and 
Silesia which v/ere taken from Germany by the Versailles treaty and 
handed to Polind. (The total area of these districts is 17,810 square 
miles, the nonr.a! population about 3,854,000).

This 
action followed disclosure—in unofficial but unimpeachable circles— 
hat the Soviet government, since Thursday or possibly before, had 
seen calling up reserves. In a new decree on foreign trade the gov- 
ernment reserved the right to redistrict or forbid the export of goods 
and declared such goods must be paid for in advance.

Berlin, Sept- 9 UP>—An unex- 


plained air raid alarm, the first of 
the war, roused Berlin before 
dawn today while the capital 
waited expectantly for final word 
that Warsaw had fallen to the 
German army. 
Berlin ^was jubilant over the 


supreme high command announce- 
ment that a German vanguard of 
armored cars had forced entry of 
the Polish capital. 


But there also were vague re- 


ports of hard fighting for posses- 
sion of the city and 
confusing 


broadcasts which indicated the 
Germans were in possession 
o£ 


some Warsaw radio stations while 
Poles still held others. 
There was confidence through- 


out Germany, nevertheless, the 
fall of Warsaw was inevitable 
within a few hours. 
With the mighty German army 


apparently 
overrunning Poland, 


many Germans expected the east- 
ern campaign to turn quickly into 
a real Blitzkrieg (lightning war) 
and reach a climax even faster 
than Nazi strategists have cal- 
culated. 
Large sections of Poland, it was 


acknowledged, still are unoccu- 
pied, but a spearhead was being 
driven at Warsaw 
to 
effect a 


rapid demoralization and, if pos- 
sible, swift Polish surrender.

had captured Rzeszow and were 
heading for Jaroslaw in the North 
Carpathian Mountains.

later by an "all clear" signal it 
could go back to bed. 


Authorities refused to explain 


In well- 
informed quarters, however, the 
warning was associated with the 
battle of Warsaw.

NO FOOD SCARCITY 


If there is one thing clearly unjustifiable 


in this country at this time, 3t is high prices 
for food. Everyone knows that there are 
immense quantities of staple farm products 
of nearly all kinds. It is these backed-up sur- 
pluses that have made living cheaper than 
usual. Now all at once prices have been 
jumping on the exchanges, and wholesalers 
and retailers begin to reflect the inflation. 
Naturally this means hardship to millions of 
Americans who have already found it dim- 
cult to get the food they need for prices they 
can afford to pay. 


The "food gamblers" are blamed, and they 


in turn blame the consumers for overbuying 
at the stores and creating an artificial scarci- 
ty. The government has power to deal with 
big gamblers, operating on the exchanges, 
and may be expected to do so if necessary. 
The 
people themselves, the 
consumers, 


should realize that they are in no danger of 
not getting what they need, as far as supply 
is concerned. If they will refrain from over- 
stocking their kitchen shelves, wholesalers 
and retailers will have no need, and no ex- 
cqse, to boost prices. 


Some increase of cost may be expected, 


to be sure, as the foreign demand for our 
farm products grows, but it should be grad- 
ual. And if prices rise in a normal way, no 
faster than is justified by existing supplies 
and means of distribution, but slowly absorb- 
ing the surplus stocks, then farmers will be 
better off, and business will be improving, 
and emplco'mcnt will be increasing, and the 
rise will not mean hardship. 


MISLAID MONEY 


In banks in New York State today there 


are 15,831 unclaimed savings deposits, ac- 
counts which have been dormant for fifteen 
years. No additions or withdrawals have 
been made in that time. Mostly the owners 
or their heirs are lost, although the banks 
regularly make earnest efforts to trace them. 


The total sum involved is $1,712,217. That 


is a very small fraction of the state's total 
of more than five billions, yet a tidy sum to 
be overlooked in these days. 


Most of the accounts are small, but one of 


more than $8,000 suggests that carelessness 
about money is not limited to the people with 
only a few dollars in the bank, 


Banks in other states have their share of 


unclaimed deposits. In fact, the United 
States Treasury has a batch of them in the 
form of bonds—many of them Liberty Bonds 
—on which interest is no longer paid and 
which were called for redemption some time 
ago. 


If people who start bank accounts and buy 


bonds can be so forgetful, what vast amounts 
of loose money must be lost regularly by the 
less cautious who hide cash around the house 
or mislay it in clothing!

HOW LONG?. 


It is natural to wonder whether this new 


war in' Europe will be long or short. Walter 
Lippmann, ace commentator, seems to think 
it will last for many years, possibly dragging 
on for a generation like some of the ancient 
wars, until virtually our whole modern civili- 
zation is weakened and impoverished. Eco- 
nomic and military experts, however, are 
mostly inclined to the belief that war now 
among the big powers, even if it spreads be- 
yond its present limits, cannot be very pro- 
tracted. 


The reasons for this belief are mainly as 


follows. First, the powers have not yet re- 
covered from the last war. Second, they are 
weakened by years of economic depression. 
Third, the character of modern warfare 
makes it continually more expensive, so that 
it uses up human and material resources at 
a far more rapid rate. 


Thus it is felt that a nation like Germany, 


weaker at the start than it was in 1914, could 
hardly carry on the exhausting struggle 
more than a year or so. Britain and France 
start now better prepared than they were 
in the last war; but they, too, will suffer from 
the concentration of manpower1 and economic 
power on destructive effort rather "than con- 
structive production. 


But nobody knows. Once - committed to 


war, pride and will power tend to drive 
.strong nations ahead, accomplishing miracles 
of endurance and resourcefulness. If the 
same energy and determination could only 
be applied to peaceful pursuits, what a world 
this micrht be!

1HHIOID JUICE 


A strong, middle-aged foreman in a factory who 


had always been alert about his work, a good mixer, 
and very exacting and particular about the work 
done by the employes, began to get a little heavy 
in body, slower on his feet, and not quite so careful 
or exacting about the work done. Then he began to 
forget things, miss appointments, and a vacant ex- 
pression o£ face became noticeable. The superinten- 
dent finally found it necessary to acquaint the gen- 
eral manager with the conditions in this particular 
shop.After talking and reasoning with this foreman, 
the general manager came to the conclusion that 
perhaps ho was overworked and suggested some 
holidays. The foreman simply spent the holidays 
sitting around home; lie wasn't interested in going 
away or in doing anything different. 


Up to this time the family physician had not 


been called in because there were no symptoms of 
illness—no pain, indigestion or other symptom. 
However, when he saw the man, the groat amount 
of weight he had put on, and the slowness or slug- 
gishness of mind and body, he suspected an inactive 
thyroid gland as being the trouble and a metabolism 
test showed that the thyroid gland in the neck was 
not manufacturing enough juice.

WALKING SAFELY 


Only 21.9 per cent of the pedestrians killed 


in iraflic last year were women. The National 
Safety Council is not sure why women nego- 
tiate streets and highways more safely than 
men, but suggests a number of reasons. 


In the first place, women may really be 


more cautious than men. They are more ac- 
customed to watching out for the safety of 
children and consequently may have de- 
veloped habits of carefulness. Again, 72 per 
cent of pedestrian fatalities occur at night, at 
\vhieh time fewer women are normally either 
driving or walking. From 8 to 35 per cent, of 
pedestrian deaths result from intoxication. 
Women who drink to the point of intoxica- 
tion are not so numerous among pedestrians 
as are men in the same state. Women usually 
wear lighter-colored clothing than men, 
which increases their visibility at night. 


In many communities the safety councils 


and police forces are giving special attention 
to the education and training of pedestrians.

Today in Washington 


Washington, Sept. 9.—Th* flnt 


week of the European war hu 
witnessed a remarkable thing in 
Washington—the pretence in the 
White House as commander-in- 
chief of the army_and navy of the 
only man who served as a hiflh of- 
ficial in our government at the 
outbreak 
of the first European 


high admirals of the 


war. 


All the . 


army and navy have long since re- 
tired, all the civilians who occu- 
pied strategic posts in the war 
agencies nave passed out of official 
life, and Franklin Roosevelt alone 
remains to issue orders and com- 
mands to avoid the pitfalls such 
as developed in a delicate period 
in American history in which he 
had a ringside seat, actually par- 
ticipating in the inside councils of 
the government. 


Mr. Roosevelt was a trusted ad- 


viser of the late President Wilson. 
As assistant secretary of our navy, 
he spent a good deal of his tune 
in Ldndon in direct contact with 
the British admiralty. There is a 
story going the rounds that Mr. 
Wilson could not understand why 
the British navy had not drawn 
nets or built other barriers to pre- 
vent the German submarines from 
corning through the English chan- 
nel, and that it fell to the lot of 
Franklin Roosevelt to contact the 
British army, through whom the 
suggestion was ultimately put in- 
to effect. 


Mr. Roosevelt was a young man 


in Jhe war days of 1914 to 1918, 
but he was an alert person with a 
quick grasp of military and naval 
affairs. 
Those of us among the 


correspondents who used to visit 


department where he 
late Louis Howe held 


the navy 
and the 
forth found him as much a part 
of the navy as if he were a com- 
missioned officer. 


The President's love of naval 


strategy led him to attend the 
naval maneuvers in the Caribbean 
held by the United States Navy 
early this spring. He was on board 
a warship and followed every de- 
tail of the war games with the 
same intentness that any high 
naval officer, might display. When 
he returned, he talked enthusias- 
tically to his friends of the excel- 
lent condition of the American 
navy and in particular of the 
changed character of naval war-, 
fare, now that the scouting plane 
has been introduced as an auxili- 
ary of the fleet. 


Mr. Roosevelt became familiar 


during the war with the hundred 
and one problems of shipping and 
submarine raidings. 
He knew 


also what the naval intelligence 
units were reporting about espion- 
age and counter-espionage, and of 


the attempt! to sabotage Ameri- 
can factories and shipyard*, it 
took him no time it all this last 
week to get the various police 
agencies of the federal govern- 
ment into active operation. 


The Proident knows the diplo- 


matic side of the emergency, too 
and the llmUlett red tape tJwt 
sometimes stop* official action 
when it should go ahead without 
-hesitation. He knows how to cut 
red tap* and get things done, 
and one evidence of his readiness 
to act came in his issuance of the 
"limited emergency" proclamation 
this week which enabled the army 
and navy defenses to be strength- 
ened and funds provided at once 
Likewise he was careful to ex- 
plain to the press just what the 
technicalities were that required 
such a step. 


Mr. Roosevelt Is far better 


qualified to take care of American 
interests, especially with the idea 
of keeping us out of war, than 
was Mr. Wilson at the outbreak 
of hostilities in Europe in' 1914. 
Submarine warfare was then new, 
airplanes were new in. combat, 
and the whole war situation came 
so suddenly as to give the Wash- 
ington government little time to 
prepare. Even the evacuation of 
Americans from Europe is being 
arranged this time with far less 
confusion than was inevitable in 
the abrupt turn of events in Au- 
gust, 1914. 


There is only one fly in the oint- 


ment. 
Republicans suspect 'that 


Mr. Roosevelt wants to be nomi- 
nated and elected for .a third 
term, and that the war situation 
may be used to further that am- 
bition.

New evidence on the history 01 


the alphabet has been obtainec 
through a study of three Etruscan 
inscriptions preserved in this court 
try, according to Dr. Eva Fiesel, of 
the Yale linguistics department 


She declares that the evidence 


supports the theory that the Latin 
alphabet came directly from the 
Greeks. 
For many years there 


have been two rival theories as to 
the immediate sources of the Latin 
alphabet. Some have thought that 
it was borrowed from Greek colo- 
nies in southern Italy, others that it 
came from Rome's near neighbors, 
the Etruscans. 


Inscriptions in this country, two 


in the Metropolitan museum of New 
York and one in the University mu- 
seum in Philadelphia, according to 
Dr. Fiesel, have established a hith- 
erto unrecognized value of a letter 
in the Etruscan alphabet, and there- 
by have afforded some new evi- 
dence in the history of the alpha- 
bet. 


"The early Etruscans frequently
